TESTATE LEGISLATURE 


M EA C H U M -G R EER 
COMBINATION 
M EASURE MAY SO LVE BANK 
GU AR AN TY PROBLEM. 


GOVEKHOR SENDS MESSAGE 


Offering 
by 
Representative 
Jenkins 
Promises to Kick up Quite 
a Row. 


Austin: 
Gov. 
Campbell 
Tuesday 
submitted two new subjects of legis­ 
lation, making twenty-six thus far aub­ 
in itted. 
That anti-trust bill which Represen­ 
tative Jenkins has introduced for the 
third time, having for its prime pur­ 
pose the expulsion of 
the 
Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company from the State— 
that is, to prevent its coming back 
through any process of reorganization 
—promises to kick up quite a row, 
since it has been discovered that it 
will probably cause a lot of Texas cor­ 
porations and citizens a great deal of 
trouble. 
The bill declares no person who was 
an officer, director or member of an 
executive committee of any corpora­ 
tion convicted of violating the anti­ 
trust laws of this State, shall be eligi­ 
ble to act as an incorporator of any 
corporation under the laws 
of 
this 
State or to hold stock in same or in 
any foreign corporation doing business 
in Texas. It declares that no charter 
or permit sha1.’ be granted to any cor­ 
poration having such 
person for a 
stockholder, and that the charter or 
permit of any corporaUon which has 
such a person for a stockholder shall 
bo forfeited. 


It now looks like a guaranty bill 
might be passed before this session of 
the legislature ends, 
although 
the 
Senate Committee on Insurance has as 
yet held no meeting upon the subject.

Against Official Final Ball. 
Before the House Committee of Ap­ 
propriations reported the general ap­ 
propriation bill Friday it adopted an 
amendment offered by Mr. 
Nickells, 
which provides that no part of the uni­ 
versity appropriation shall be avail­ 
able for the purposes mentioned in the 
bill in case the university authorities 
shall “permit the benefits to be de­ 
rived from its expenditure to be jeop­ 
ardized by allowing the ‘final ball’ or 
‘final reception’ or other such functions 
to be given or carried out in the name 
or by the authority of such institu­ 
tion, directly or indirectly, or in con­ 
nection therewith in any way.” 


Regarding Experiment Stations. 
Austin: 
The bill passed at the sec­ 
ond called session of the Legislature 
in relation to agricultural experiment 
stations not only provides for addition­ 
al stations, which was the original ob­ 
ject, but it also makes radical changes 
as to the management and control of 
all such stations. 
Heretofore these stations have been 
under the control of the board of di­ 
rectors of the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College and immediately un­ 
der the management of the directors 
of experiment stations elected by said 
board. 
The new bill starts out with the 
proposition that the new experimental 
stations shall be “under the care, con­ 
trol, management and direction of the 
director of agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions of the Agricultural and Mechani­ 
cal College of Texas.” 


House Appropriation Bill. 
The House appropriation bill 
has 
been completed. 
It is practically identical with the 
bill framed by the Senate committee. 
The total for the first year is $4,856,- 
231, second year $3,932,820, a grand 
total of $8,789,051. 


Governor Signs Bills. 
The Governor Thursday signed the 
following bills: 
The House bill exempting the State 
from making bond in appeals in civil 
cases. 
Senate bill making it a felony to pur­ 
sue the occupation or business of sell­ 
ing intoxicating liquors in a local op­ 
tion territory.
